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Villagers are 
worried over 
urban sprawl 


RESIDENTS are concerned about 
plans to build as many as 120 homes 
in their village near Newmarket. 

On Monday, members of the Exning Action 
Group met to discuss the outline planning 
application submitted for permission to build 
the dwellings on agricultural land off 
Burwell Road. 

Thirty-six of the homes would be 
affordable as part of the scheme which 
would also feature about 8,600sq m of public 
open space, including a play area, on the 
approximately six-hectare site. 

A petition was signed during the summer 
by 900 Exning residents against large 
developments in the 850-home village and 
the group is going to present the document to 
Forest Heath District Council. 

Simon Cole, a member of the Exning 
Action Group, said a big development 
anywhere in the village would be a bad idea 
for reasons raised at the meeting including 
more cars on “narrow and dangerous” roads 
and an oversubscribed school. 

Speaking on behalf of the group, he said: 
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“There are plans for another 500 houses in 
Burwell and 250 on Laceys Lane in Exning 
and developers are looking at Windmill Hill 
here too. 

“As there seems to be no joined up thinking 
from the council on this yet, our worry is if it 
all goes ahead Exning will be swallowed up 
into a big urban sprawl like most of Essex 
has already been.” 

Mr Cole said the village was “under 
constant attack” from developers. 

He added: “Exning, or more importantly 
the citizens of Exning, have a great 
community and people like it how it is. 

“We build 10 or so houses each year and 
grow in a more sustainable way, using brown 
field areas and reusing large bungalow spaces 
for houses. 

“Don’t the people of Exning have a right to 
be a village? We don’t want to annexed to 
Newmarket or be a town. But because of the

way local government works we are 
under constant attack from developers.

The group plans to put up posters in 
the village in the coming days opposing 
large developments there and they will 
be encouraging people to share their 
concerns with district councillors and 
their MP. 

Exning Parish Council will respond to 
the application at its meeting on 
October 24. It has a policy statement 
which says the council would only 
support small scale development in the 
village. 

Forest Heath District Council will 
make a final decision on the application 
at a later date.

HALF a million pounds 
is being invested in one 
Newmarket clothing 
store - but another 
retailer could be on its 
way out of the town. 

A six-month building project 
will see the ladieswear 
department at Golding in High 
Street more than treble in 
size. 

It has bought storeroom space 
in a neighbouring building 
which will allow it to move its 
ladieswear department onto the 
first floor. 

And the menswear section of 
the 150-year-old shop will 
expand on the ground floor into 
the space left by the women’s 
clothing department. 

David Hopper, manager of the 
shop, said: “It’s an exciting time 
for us, although the building 
works will make life a little 
more challenging for us over 
the next few months. 

“Work has started on the first 
phase of converting the newly- 
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acquired storage space and 
knocking through. 

“This will be followed by the 
preparation of the first floor 
ladies department and staircase 
which should be ready by 
Christmas. 

“The last stage in early 2013 
will be to open up the ground 
floor by removing the central 
wall, making the space more 
usable.” 

But Anne Furbank also in 
High Street could be set to 
close after planning permission 
was granted with conditions for 
two applications following the 
recent approval with conditions 
of a bid to change the use of the 
premises from a shop to a 
bar/restaurant. 

The go-ahead has been given 
by the planning authority for 
the installation of ducting and 
mechanical plant and for 
internal alterations to be made

Fear of widow 
after burglary 


A TEENAGER who 
took part in a burglary 
which left an 89-year- 
old widow afraid of 
being at home alone 
has been sent to a 
young offenders’ 
institution. 

Justin Phillips, 19, was 
sentenced to 28 months’ 
detention at Ipswich 
Crown Court on 
September 14 after 
pleading guilty to two 
charges of burglary and 
asking for nine similar 
offences to be taken into 
consideration together 
with one of attempted 
burglary. 

The court heard the 
Mildenhall home of the 
deaf and partially blind 
widow had been raided 
while she was asleep on 
July 22. Among the items 
stolen, which were valued 
at more than £1,000, was 
jewellery given to her by 
her husband and late 
daughter, none of which 
had been recovered. 

In a statement, the 
victim said she worries 
about getting up in the 
night. 


She said: “I hate having 
to be locked in. I feel I am 
a prisoner in my own 
home now. Any noise I 
think is people coming to 
the door. 

“I worry in case they are 
going to hurt me. Nothing 
is the same any more and I 
worry if I should stay 
here.” 

Andrew Thompson, 
prosecuting, said the two 
burglaries Phillips, of The 
America, Sutton, admitted 
were committed on the 
same night. 

The victim of the other 
break-in, in Trinity 
Avenue, Mildenhall, had 
pretended to be asleep 
when he realised two 
masked men were 
searching the room he was 
in. 

Mr Thompson said 
fishing tackle and a 
Blackberry Curve phone 
were stolen from the 
house, along with keys to a 
car which was driven off 
and found on fire nearby. 

The court heard Phillips 
told police following his 
arrest he had become 
involved with two other 
men after travelling to 


Mildenhall, and he 
accompanied them as they 
toured a housing estate for 
homes with open 
windows. 

Mr Thompson said 
Phillips said he had not 
entered all the properties 
and claimed alcohol and 
peer pressure had led to 
his involvement in the 
crimes. 

Julianna Tolan, 

mitigating, said Phillips 
had no previous 
convictions and the 
offences had been entirely 
out of character. 

She said: “It appears that 
he was being coerced by 
the others by virtue of peer 
pressure.” 

Miss Tolan said Phillips 
had since co-operated with 
the police to provide 
details of the others 
involved and he had not 
benefitted financially from 
any of the offences. 

The court heard six of 
the offences Phillips asked 
to be taken into 
consideration had been in 
Cambridgeshire and two in 
Mildenhall, all committed 
over a three-week period 
earlier this year.

Abuse figures rise 
is county’s largest 


CASES of domestic abuse 
in Forest Heath have shot 
up compared to last year, 
bucking the countywide 
trend. 

The 11 per cent rise recorded 
in the district between April 
and June 2011 and the same 
period in 2012 is the biggest 
rise seen in Suffolk, with the 
county as a whole recording a 
four per cent drop and Mid 
Suffolk and Waveney, for 
example, recording falls of 25 
and 13 per cent respectively. 

The number of recorded 
crimes and domestic abuse 
non-crimes are laid out in a 
report providing local statistics 
and details of domestic 
violence and abuse services in 
the area, which a district 
council committee is set to 
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consider tomorrow. 

The report said: “All three 
months of the quarter are 
below the levels seen over the 
past two years, although the 
trend is in line with historic 
date and heading toward a July 
or August peak.” 

But there has been a long¬ 
term increase in the number of 
cases of domestic abuse 
recorded in Suffolk from 
2006/7 onwards, the report 
said, with 466 recorded in 
Forest Heath in 2006/7 and 593 
in 2010/11 alone. 

But the rise does not mean 
the level of domestic abuse has 
increased according to the 
report. It said: “It can indicate 
both an increased confidence 
in victims to come forward to 


report abuse and in the 
willingness of the police to 
record cases. 

“It may also be the result of 
better recording practices, with 
increased flagging of offences 
when they area recorded.” 

Almost half of the domestic 
abuse recorded in Forest Heath 
is noted as domestic non-crime 
and other non-crime, usually 
harassment, constitutes 
another 9.3 per cent. 

Forest Heath and St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council decided last year to 
create a single domestic abuse 
forum, which is creating an 
action plan. 

The group will consider 
areas including support 
services for victims and 
perpetrators.

THE Stroke Association has launched a new 
report, Short-changed by stroke , showing the 
drastic impact that a stroke can have on the 
finances of working age survivors and their 
families.

Having a stroke is bad enough, but too 
many stroke survivors are fighting for financial 
support when they should be focusing on their 
recovery. 

An adequate financial safety net for those in 
need is a mark of a civilised society. No stroke 
survivor should be forced to turn off their 
heating or cut back on food in order to make 


ends meet. 

We want a fairer system that respects the 
dignity of stroke survivors and enables people 
to make the recovery they can.

A FATHER who suffered 
life-threatening injuries 
in a crash is holding an 
event for the charity 
that saved his life. 

Richard Fryer, from

Puppy killer faces 
longer jail term 


A MAN who was jailed for 
beating a puppy to death with 
a baseball bat because it 
urinated on him has been 
warned he faces more time 
behind bars. 

Craig Curtis, 27, from Exning, 
was sentenced to 18 weeks’ custody 
in August by magistrates in 
Cambridge after he pleaded guilty 
to causing unnecessary suffering to 
an animal. 

He has now been told he could be 
facing more time in prison for 
attacking the animal’s owner. 

Robert Starr, prosecuting in 
August, said Curtis “went ballistic” 
after Bruno, a Staffordshire bull 


AN American airman was told he could be 
sent to prison for leaving three dogs to 
starve while he was confined to his base for 
bad behaviour. 

Miles Rodriguez, 25, abandoned three dogs 
at his home in Red Lodge, Suffolk, for a 
month while he was serving punishment at 
RAF Mildenhall. 

When Rodriguez was allowed back to his 
property to hand it back to the letting agent, 


terrier, leant its head against his leg 
and urinated. 

The court had heard Curtis beat 
the dog to death with a baseball bat 
after it fell to the floor from a 
weights bench from which he had 
hung it by its collar. 

The resulting prosecution was 
brought by the RSPCA after Bruno’s 
body was found in a black bin liner 
in woodland in March. 

Curtis, of Chapel Street, appeared 
at Ipswich Crown Court after 
pleading guilty to a charge of 
unlawful and malicious wounding. 

He had originally denied the 
offence but changed his plea before 
he went to trial. 


two starving dogs were discovered and a 
third was later found dead. 

Bury Magistrates’ Court heard a 
Staffordshire bull terrier named Dougie 
weighed just 191b while 1-year-old tan and 
silver Yorkshire terrier Louie was 85 per cent 
covered in faeces and matted hair and 
weighed just 31b. 

A third puppy, Mac, was found dead in a 
kennel outside the property six days later. 


The court heard the victim of the 
attack had been Curtis’s partner at 
the time. 

On May 4, six weeks after 
witnessing her pet dog being killed 
by Curtis, he had inflicted a stab 
injury to her foot with a knife and 
bit her ear. 

Judge David Goodin told Curtis: 
“You are looking squarely at a 
significant custodial sentence.” 

Judge Goodin said there was no 
realistic alternative to prison 
because of the seriousness of the 
attack and he ordered the Probation 
Service to prepare a pre-sentence 
report. 

Curtis will remain in custody 
until he is sentenced next month.

Rodriguez pleaded guilty to three counts of 
causing unnecessary suffering. 

He admitted leaving Dougie and Louie 
without food or water, but claimed he sold 
Mac before his death. 

Chairman of the bench Dennis Heath told 
Rodriguez he could face prison. 

He will be sentenced on Thursday, October 
11 .

Men who died from asbestos cancer had 
worked for the same firm, inquests told 


TWO men who died within months of 
each other both of asbestos-related 
cancer had worked for the same 
Cambridge firm when they were 
young. 

Inquests into the deaths of Barry 
Stepney, 72, and Brian Copping, 65, 
were held by coroner William Morris 
last Wednesday. 

Mr Stepney, of Vicarage Close, 
Swaffham Bulbeck, and Mr Copping, 


of Aldreth Road, Haddenham, both 
died after battling mesothelioma - a 
rare form of cancer which is usually 
caused by exposure to asbestos. 

Mr Stepney died on May 9 this year 
and Mr Copping lost his battle with 
the illness on July 5. 

Both inquests heard how the men 
worked for the metal roofing and 
cladding firm T R Freeman Ltd, based 
in Ditton Walk, when they were in 


their late teens and early 20s. 

It is believed Mr Stepney and Mr 
Copping inhaled asbestos, or were 
exposed to asbestos dust, when 
working on jobs across Cambridge¬ 
shire during that period. 

In both inquests, Mr Morris, coroner 
for north and east Cambridgeshire, 
recorded a verdict that the victims 
“died through industrial disease”.

Support increasing 
for Morrisons plan 


PUBLIC support for the bid 
to bring Morrisons to 
Newmarket has grown to 
almost 100 per cent, a new 
round of consultation has 
revealed. 

More than 400 people attended 
two public exhibitions in the town 
earlier this month where plans for 
a 25,000 sq ft net Morrisons store 
proposed for the old gasworks site 
in Exning Road were on show for a 
second time. 

Written feedback was given by 
600-plus people as part of the 
consultation which found more 
than 99 per cent of respondents 
were in favour of the scheme. 

The first round of consultation 
which involved public exhibitions 
in July 2011 revealed just over 91 
per cent of respondents were in 
favour of the plans. 

Graeme Cosgrove, development 
director for Simons which has

submitted the planning bid with 
Morrisons, said the feedback they 
had received from people living in 
the area will help councillors make 
a decision on the application. 

He added: “We would like 

to thank everyone who has 
supported our plans so far and 
urge anyone who hasn’t 
commented yet to get in touch. 

“Ultimately, the feedback from 
local residents will be key in 
helping councillors to decide our 
planning application.” 

Planning permission is also 
being sought for a Sainsbury’s 
store on Newmarket’s George 
Lambton Playing Fields as part of a 
wider development, an Asda 
supermarket as part of a wider 
project in the area bounded by 
Newmarket High Street, Black 
Bear Lane and Rowley Drive and to 
increase the size of the Tesco in the 


town’s Fordham Road. 

Mr Cosgrove said the Morrisons 
application was for the smallest 
store of the lot and he believed it 
would complement the high street. 

He said: “We have been 
overwhelmed by the level of 
public support from local people, 
with many saying they want the 
circa 300 jobs it would create 
and to see the old gas works 
site put back into use as it has 
been an eyesore now for over 20 
years. 

‘As Morrisons are a grocer - and 
the smallest of the three store 
applications - it would 
complement rather than compete 
with the high street.”

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Heather turns 
business and 

Born with a life-threatening heart condition, Heather Bailey was in and out of hospital for 
much of her early life. But now the talented teenager is making her mark as an artist - 
and has never been happier thanks to a special initiative which allowed the 19-year-old 
to become her own boss. Interview by LYDIA FALLON. 


O N a beautiful 
summer's day 
in August, 19- 
year-old Heather 
Bailey has an 
infectious grin on her 
face. 

The young artist 
proudly shows me her 
iatest project; a beautiful 
watercolour canvas 
incorporating a leaf print 
motif, the painting hangs 
grandly on the Baileys' 
living room wall. Heather, 
it seems, is one talented 
girl. 

Happy, content and 
buzzing with artistic 
inspiration, you would 
never have guessed the 
life-changing journey 
Heather has been on to 
get to this point. 

The Oakington artist 
was diagnosed with the 
heart defect tetralogy of 
fallot when she was just 
one day old. Unable to 
bring their gorgeous new 
baby daughter home, and 
facing an uncertain 
future, it was an 
incredibly testing time for 
John and Elaine Bailey 


and their eldest daughter 
Rebecca. 

"They knew something 
was wrong with Heather's 
heart, and Dr Kelsall at 
the Rosie Maternity 
Hospital sent her off for 
some tests," Elaine 
explains. 

"She was transferred to 
Great Ormond Street 
Hospital at one month 
old and, when she was 
strong enough, they 
performed the heart 
surgery." 

But soon after the 
operation, the doctors 
realised that not 
everything had gone 
according to plan: 

Heather had developed 
an infection and would 
need yet more surgery. 

Thankfully, this time it 
was a success and, at 14 
months old, little Heather 
Bailey was finally brought 
home by her delighted 
parents. 

The journey didn't end 
there, though. Heather's 
heart was now strong but 
Elaine and John soon 
started to notice that she 
was behind in her 


development, finding it 
increasingly difficult to 
walk and talk. 

Aged 9, Heather was 
diagnosed with Di Geroge 
syndrome, a complex 
genetic condition that 
means she can 
experience difficulties 
with learning and meeting 
new people. 

School life was a 
struggle, but the launch of 
blossoming new business, 
Heather Bee Arts, has put 
a smile well and truly 
back on the young artist's 
face. 

"I have loved art since I 
was about 6 or 7," says 
Heather. "I never liked 
science but art and PE 
were my favourite 
subjects at school. 

"I even got the school 
art award when I was at 
St Bede's - I had to go up 
and shake the old man's 
hand!" 

Always happiest with a 
paintbrush in hand, 
Heather was encouraged 
by her grandmother to 
start selling her cards and 
turn her favourite hobby 
into a business venture. 


Entrepreneurial 
opportunities for those 
with learning disabilities 
can be astonishingly 
scarce, but a joint 
initiative between the 
government and disability 
charity Papworth Trust 
was the ray of hope 
Heather needed. 

Be Your Own Boss is a 
project set up to help 
those with disabilities turn 
their talent into a feasible 
career. Heather was 
initially given a grant to 
help with the cost of 
setting everything up, as 
well as guidance in 
building her own website. 

And in September last 
year, Heather Bee Arts 
was born. Offering 
bespoke handmade cards 
and paintings, Heather's 
art is inspired by 
everything from the 
natural world to family 
pets, with quite a few 
teddy bears thrown in for 
good measure. 

"I like drawing animals 
and flowers best - the 
butterfly card is my 
biggest seller and one of 
my favourites too," 
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her art to 
pleasure 


Heather muses. "I think 
of the idea in my head 
first and then put it down 
on the paper straight 
away. Or sometimes I 
will take a photograph 
and get ideas from that. I 
just love getting new 
ideas and experimenting 
with different materials." 


Uplifting, playful and 
bound to raise a smile 
from even the most 
cynical of individuals, 
Heather Bee Arts is 
quickly gaining a 
dedicated following of 
people looking for a 
bespoke piece made 
with a lot of heart. 


Needless to say, Elaine 
is a very proud mum: 
"Given all the health 
problems Heather has 


faced and how she 
struggled through school, 
it makes all this even 
more of an achievement. 

"John and I were 
always worried about 
what Heather would do, 
so this idea was just a 
breath of fresh air. It has 
completely helped her 
confidence." 

With Heather Bee 
cards already stocked at 
Oakington Garden 
Centre, plus regular slots 
at craft fairs, life is pretty 
busy for the talented 19- 
year-old. And, having 
finally found something 
that she truly loves, there 
are definitely no plans to 
slow down.

Truckers feel 
the force of 
police patrols 


ARRESTS were made and 
a vehicle was seized 
during a police crackdown 
on law-breaking lorry 
drivers. 

More than 180 offences were 
recorded during the week-long 
operation in which the Suffolk 
Police Roads Policing Unit 
patrolled the A14, All and 
A12 dual carriageways in the 
county and Norfolk. 

An unmarked vehicle 
cruised the highways and 
whenever the officer in the 
passenger seat spotted an 
offence being committed, 
video evidence was captured 
and the lorry was pulled over 
by a unit of two police cars 
and two motorbikes. 

The effort was designed to 
detect and record traffic 
offences, especially those that

can distract drivers such as 
using a mobile phone, 
watching television, eating, 
drinking, using your knees to 
steer and reading a book, map 
or newspaper. 

One vehicle was seized for 
having no insurance and fines 
totalling about £11,000 were 
handed out during the 
crackdown which took place 
between September 10 and 14. 

Nine lorry drivers were 
found not to be in proper 
control of their vehicles, 116 
offences of motorists not 
wearing seatbelts were 
recorded and 33 drivers were 
seen using a mobile phone 
behind the wheel. 

Two arrests were made 
during the crackdown, with 


prosecutions pending for 
disqualified driving and fraud. 
Twenty-five of the 185 offences 
recorded took place in Norfolk. 

Sgt Paul Ward of the casualty 
reduction team at Suffolk 
Police, said: “This was a very 
successful operation with a 
number of drivers dealt with 
for a range of offences. 
However, the figures do reflect 
the fact that a disappointing 
number of people have the 
wrong attitudes when they are 
behind the wheel of a heavy 
goods vehicle. 

“We will continue to work in 
Suffolk and Norfolk to educate 
lorry drivers about the dangers 
of driving whilst using a 
mobile, not wearing a seatbelt 
and other poor driving habits, 
to keep our roads safe for all 
users.”

She said: “I thought it 
would be kicking my 
heels either every 
morning or every 
evening. What actually 
happened was I got in at 
about between 7am and 
7.30am in the morning 
and very rarely left before 
midnight. It was 
seriously 15 or 16 hours a 
day. 

“I was absolutely 
exhausted by the end but 
in a very exciting way. I 
was running on 


adrenaline and it was just 
the most fantastic 
experience.” 

The atmosphere inside 
the athletes’ village had 
been very relaxed 
because only the athletes 
and their delegations 
were allowed in, she said. 

Jan added: “I did feel 
very privileged because I 
think between the Olym¬ 
pics and Paralympics 
there were about 70,000 
volunteers and there 
were very few that 
actually got to work 
inside the athletes’ 
village. 

“It is considered to be a 
sanctuary for the athletes. 
The press are not allowed 
in and the athletes’ 


parents are not allowed 
either.” 

Despite having had the 
same training and 
wearing the same 
uniform, she said all of 
the volunteers had stood 
out. 

She said: “They were 
not like a homogeneous 
group. 

“Every volunteer you 
spoke to had great stories 
to tell and relayed great 
experiences. 

“They had been off to 
Brands Hatch in the car 
following the cyclists 
when they were training, 
for example. They had all 
done really exciting 
things.”

Kendal shot to fame with her 
role in BBC television's The Good Life and since then has found fame 
in other television sitcoms including Rosemary and Thyme, and in a 
significant body of work on stage.

Review: NOMADS - Kings

THE conversations among the 
Kings Theatre followers over 
the past few weeks have not 
been 'are you going to see 
Calendar Girls' but 'when are 
you going?'

Calendar Girls , written by Tim 
Firth, which is based on the 
true story of the women of the 
Knapeley Wl in West 
Yorkshire. The cast is a perfect 
line-up with Cherry Ackerley 
as Chris and Kate Nolan as 
her best friend, Annie. There 
is a superb rapport between 
these two players throughout 
the evening's performance, 
and Andy Ward is brilliant as 
John, bringing us humour and 
pathos. 

Can we ever forget John's 
definition of the sunflower 
and the women of Yorkshire 
.... 'and then they all go to 
seed'. Talking of which, one of 


the most meaningful moments 
was the final scene on John's 
Hill, among the sunflowers. 
This is the sort of play which 
has you weeping one moment 
and then laughing the next, 
especially in the reading of the 
feedback letters - firstly, the 
poignant lines, countered by 
Sandra King (first lady of 
comedy and timing at The 
Kings), who as Celia, has some 
very alternative letters from a 
member of 'Her Majesty's 
prison'. This is another brilliant 
scene of so many contrasts. 
Sandra, like the rest of the 
cast, is totally unfazed 
especially in the photograph 
scene. The timing in all these 
moments is amazing and the 
way they do it, almost 
outshines the film version. 


Amanda Aldridge, as Cora, 
the single mum, and Gail 
Baker as the retired teacher, 
bare all in front of Colin 
Scott's, Lawrence, his 
childhood teacher. It's great to 
see Amanda in a play for a 
change rather than a musical, 
a loyal member of NOMADS 
since the tender age of 14, 
and Gail, who is normally 
stage managing the epic 
shows and is too rarely on 
stage. Liz Rolph is excellent as 
the once-downtrodden Ruth, 
with a splendid cameo few 
moments with her husband's 
'biton the side', Elaine, 
played by Jenny Nolan, with 
some wonderful facial 
expressions as the truth begins 
to dawn. 

The very 'county of Cheshire 
set' Wl lady, Marie is brilliantly 
portrayed by Lori Scharpf, and 
Janet Fenn doubles as Brenda 
Hulse (the broccoli lady) and 
also Lady Cravenshire.

SEVEN years ago writer-director Rian 
Johnson made a big splash with his 
ambitious debut, Brick, a classic noir 
detective story set in a modern-day 
California high school. 

The Maryland-born film-maker is 
back on fine form with this ingeniously 
plotted thriller that exploits the gaping 
plot holes afforded by time travel. 

“Time travel has not been invented 
yet but in 30 years from now it will have 
been,” explains Joe (Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt), an assassin or ‘looper’ whose 
task is to gun down hooded targets who 
have been sent back in time by his mob 
bosses, represented by the sadistic Abe 
(Jeff Daniels). 

Silver bars are strapped to the backs 
of each target as payment for the pull of 
a trigger. Once Joe has incinerated the 
lifeless body, he stashes his spoils in a 
hidden floor-space of his swanky 
apartment. 

Like his fellow loopers, Joe knows 
his life expectancy is finite and one 
fateful day he will gun down his future 
self. 

Needless to say, it’s crucial that 


loopers do not allow sentiment to cloud 
their judgment in case their older 
incarnations dodge the bullet and run 
amok, altering the course of the future. 

So when Joe hesitates from his 
bloody duties and allows the ‘future’ 
Joe (Bruce Willis) to escape, the race 
between hunter and hunted begins in 
earnest. 

Looper demands constant vigilance 
from the audience to keep track of 
alternate, intersecting timelines. 

It’s all meticulously planned and 


stylishly executed, realising Marty 
McFly’s worst nightmare from the Back 
To The Future series by allowing a hero 
to co-exist with his future self in the 
same timeframe. 

The ripple effect leads to a simple 
yet striking flourish: wounds inflicted on 
a young protagonist simultaneously 
manifest as scars on the older self. 

This temporal torture allows the 
characters to cleverly communicate 
with each other by scoring letters and 
symbols into their own flesh. 


Looper reunites Johnson with 
Gordon-Levitt, his leading man in Brick, 
who dons disconcerting prosthetics to 
match the physicality of Willis. 

Plot mechanics trump performances 
so Gordon-Levitt’s usual intensity is 
muted while Willis plays to his 
strengths as an action man. 

A slow-motion final reckoning is 
spectacular, benefiting from slick digital 
effects. And Johnson ties up as many 
loose ends as possible to close the loop 
on potential sequels.

It's time to think about storage

I T'S been a difficult year for 
fruit and veg, with the cold 
weather in spring, incessant 
summer rain and subsequent 
deluge of slugs, snails, blight and 
other nuisances. 

But for those of us who haven't 
suffered from poor pollination of fruit 
crops, tomato and potato blight and 
slug-infested greens, now's the time to 
think about how you are going to store 
what you have. 

Temperatures are dropping and 
tender veg need to be encouraged to 
ripen before the first frosts. Anyone with 
unripe tomatoes shouldn't delay in 
removing leaves from the bases of plants 
to let in more sunlight to the fruits. 

They will need harvesting before the 
first frosts and should continue to ripen 
indoors if you pick them now. Cut 
whole trusses of green tomatoes and 
hang them in an airy place such as a 
garage or spare bedroom. 

Long-keeper varieties such as the

Spanish 'De Colgar' ripen slowly after 
harvesting if kept in a cool, frost-free 
place and can take three months to 
reach maturity, so they'll be ready for 
eating in winter. 

Maincrop potatoes should be 
harvested on warm, sunny days and left 
to dry out in the sun, after which they 
can be stored in thick paper sacks (only 
half-fill them as this makes it easier to 
check for bad potatoes) and kept in the 
dark in a frost-free place. First early and 
second early varieties generally don't 
store well, so use these as quickly as you 


can. Maincrops, however, should store 
until after Christmas and possibly into 
March. 

Bend the leaves of onions and shallots 
over at the neck and once they turn 
brown, pull the plants up but leave the 
bulbs on the ground to continue to dry 
off. After about a week, lay them in trays 
or put them into nets to hang up in the 
shed. Alternatively, you can make 
French onion strings (and do the same 
with shallots and garlic) by keeping as 
much of the straw-like foliage on them 
as possible and plaiting it together, 


reinforcing the strands with hessian 
twine to make it stronger. 

Varieties of early apples generally 
don't keep so they need to be eaten 
shortly after picking, but later varieties 
will keep in the salad compartment in 
your fridge for between four to six 
weeks. Alternatively, they can be placed 
in wooden boxes lined with newspaper, 
in a cool, airy shed, where the mice 
won't get them. You can wrap stored 
apples individually in newspaper to 
ensure they never touch each other and 
so prevent one bad apple infecting the 


whole crop. Apples and pears kept in 
this way should last for six weeks or 
more and maybe even until Christmas. 

Be warned, though, that pears don't 
store as well as apples. If they are fully 
ripe, keep them in the bottom of the 
fridge in polythene bags for up to six 
weeks. If storing for longer, pick the 
pears before they are fully ripe and keep 
them as cold as possible, laying them 
out on wooden trays in an airy place. 

Root veg including beetroot, 
maincrop carrots and turnips can be 
stored in boxes, but leave parsnips that 
you don't want to eat now in the ground 
as frost improves the taste. You can also 
leave hardy varieties of leeks where they 
are and you should still be digging them 
up until late February. 

Winter salads such as radicchio also 
keep well in the shed in boxes lined 
with plastic, but should be checked 
regularly for mouldy leaves, which need 
removing immediately. 

Squashes need to ripen and dry, so 
when you cut them, leave them outside 
so the skins dry in the sun. Then bring 
them into a warm, dry place so that the 
skins harden. They should keep until 
Christmas in a frost-free shed, although 
they store better in a covered porch or 
in a cool room indoors. 

There are certain crops which don't 
store well, such as sweetcorn and French 
beans. You'll need to blanch and freeze 
the surplus for further use. 

And then there's all those chutneys 
and jams you could be making for 
Christmas...

less disposable income to 
begin with. 

Unfortunately, there’s not 
much the individual or the 
government can do about it 
at present - although the 
Office Of Fair Trading’s 
investigation into the 
relationship between pump 
prices and crude oil has the 
potential to deliver a fairer 
deal. 

Simply the only way in 
which the individual can 
reduce the size of their fuel 
bill is to use less of it. 

Five simple tips could 
help shave 10 or even 20 
per cent off the average fuel 


bill and cost nothing to 
implement: 

■ Tyre pressures are crucial 
not only for safety but also 
for rolling resistance, which 
is how much friction there 
is between the tyre and the 
road. 

■ Keep your tyres at their 
optimum pressure and you 
minimise rolling resistance 
while maximising grip. 

■ Air conditioning is a 
wonderful thing in summer 
but it does use extra fuel. 

■ Switch it off when it’s not 
required. 

■ Clutter in the boot adds 
weight to your car and a 
heavier car requires more 


fuel to make it move, so 
remove everything you don’t 
need. 

■ Having your windows 
open creates extra wind 
resistance which saps fuel. 
Keep them closed whenever 
possible. 

■ Finally, and most 
importantly, driving with 
good anticipation is the key 
to fuel efficiency. Ideally 
your speed should change 
as little as possible. Looking 
well ahead will mean you 
have to stop less often as 
you blend into traffic. 

■ Brake gently and slowly 
and accelerate smoothly.

Victory is 
California 
dream for 
ace Huff 


ROB Huff believes this could 
be his year after reigniting 
his World Touring Car 
Championship challenge in 
dramatic fashion with a win 
and a second-placed finish at 
the Sonoma Raceway in 
California. 

The Cambridge driver is now tied 
with title rival and Chevrolet team¬ 
mate Yvan Muller at the top of the 
standings, with just three more race 
weekends remaining. 

After finishing second behind 
Muller in the first of Sunday’s two 
races, Huff’s title bid received a 
significant boost when the 
Frenchman was given a 
drive-through penalty for nudging 
race two leader Franz Engstler off 
the track. 

Huff, who was third at the time, 
inherited the lead when Muller came 
in to serve his penalty and held off 
the challenge of Hungary’s Norbert 
Mischelisz to pick up 25 vital points. 


“I’ve been striving to maintain my 
consistency and this weekend’s 
results are a fantastic reward for my 
hard work,” said a delighted Huff. 

“With Yvan and myself now tied 
on points and the calendar taking us 
to tracks where I’ve previously 
performed well, I’m hopeful I can go 
one better than last year and take the 
drivers’ championship crown.” 

Huff went into the weekend after 
the championship’s two-month 
break with a 17-point deficit to make 
up on Muller. A difficult qualifying 
session saw him start the first race in 
fourth, one place behind Muller, 
while Chevrolet team-mate Alain 
Menu was on pole. 

Menu suffered misfortune on the 
first lap when his steering failed but 
Muller and Huff came through 
unscathed and were soon running 
first and second. Huff did his best to 
keep the pressure on his rival and 
looked as though he might challenge 
for the lead on the final lap, but 
Muller held on to stretch his lead to 
25 points. 



Huff started the second race in 
seventh, one place ahead of Muller, 
but he was boxed in at the start and 
the Frenchman was able to get past. 

“Such is the speed of the Chevrolet 
Cruze, it was not long before Huff 
battled his way past Tiago Monteiro 
and Mischelisz and was hot on the 
heels of the four-time world touring 
car champion. 

Leader Mehdi Bennani spun out at 
the end of the fourth lap, leaving 
Engstler in first with Muller second 
and Huff third. 

Then on lap five, Engstler ran 
wide into a sweeping left-hand turn 
and, sensing his opportunity, Muller 
attempted to dive up the inside, 
tapping the rear of Engstler’s BMW, 
spinning him off the track. 


The safety car was deployed while 
marshals removed Bennani’s car, and 
just moments after the restart, 
Muller was awarded a penalty. 

There were still six laps remaining 
when Huff took the lead but he held 
his nerve brilliantly to keep 
Mischelisz behind him until the 
checkered flag. 

“It’s fantastic,” said Huff after the 
race. “This is exactly what I’ve been 
working towards. I was struggling a 
bit yesterday but to come away with 
a win and a second place is 
brilliant.” 

The championship resumes in 
Suzuka, Japan, on October 21, with 
Huff and Muller locked together on 
315 points in the standings.
